Drake then clinched him and at­ 
tem pted to draw a knife, when Cus- 
sick tooh a knife and stabbed him in 
the neck. 
Drake was afterwards 
found in a dying condition near Mc- 
Eachron’s camp, a short distance from 
the scene of the murder. 
Vermillion 
Lake is in Cass county; consequently 
Cussick will be taken to Brainerd for 
trial. 
Later advice, says: 
The m urder of 
Joseph Drake having occnred in Cass 
county, Marshal Kelly last evening 
wired the sheriff of that connty at 
Brainerd the particulars of the crime 
and informed him that the murderer, 
Jam es Cussick, was being held in jail 
subject to his (the sheriff’s) orders. 
Mr. Kelly received aa answer today, in 
which the sheriff says he knows noth­ 
ing of any m urder having been com­ 
m itted in Cuss county. 
Consequent­ 
ly Kelly today released the murderer 
from custody, and he is now at largo.

Vermillion 
Lake is in Cam county; consequently 
Cnsaick will be taken to Brainerd for 
trial. 
Later advice, says: The rn arder of 
Joseph Drake having oocured in Cam 
county, Marshal Kelly last evening 
wired the sheriff of that oounty at 
Brainerd the particulars of the crime 
and informed him that the murderer, 
James Cnmick, was being held in jail 
subject to his (the sheriff’s) orders. 
Mr. Kelly received aa answer today, in 
which the sheriff says he knows noth­ 
ing of any murder having been com­ 
mitted in Cum county. Conseqnent- 
y Kelly today released the murderer 
from custody, and he is now at large.

The best 
ceremonies which took place in London 
were in connection with the Inns of 
Court, where the Lord of Misrule, had 
all the pomp and power of royalty. 
This power was, however, not always 
used with much discretion, and the 
whole thing was suppressed in 1555. 
Among other Interesting survivals we 
may mention the “w aits;” true, they 
merely made night hideous with their 
howlings and wadings nowadays, but, 
perchance, those who were wont to 
peram bulate the streets in the flfteen- 
the century were less melancholy and 
more melodious.

S ta tis tic s Going; to S h o w T h a t T h e r e 
Is L e ss I> a » c (>r T h u s o n L an d . 
Nearly 700,000,000 people carried on 
American steam ers during the last 
fiscal year and only 235 lives lost, of 
whom but ninety-six were passengers, 
is the prominent feature of Hie new 
annual report of Supervising Inspector 
General Dumont, of steam vessel in­ 
spection service. This, says the Ma­ 
rine Journal, is a sm aller m ortality 
among the same number of people, 
we have no doubt, than if they had all 
stayed at home aud went regularly to 
bed, to say uoth’ug of traveling by 
rail. It proves again that we have 
ofteu rem arked, that travel by Ameri­ 
can steamers, uuder the system of In­ 
spection now enforced, Is the safest 
that could possibly be devised. Thir­ 
ty-five of the ninety-six passengers 
above referred to lost their lives in 
one disaster, the sinking of tile tug­ 
boat Jam es D . Nicol off Sandy Hook 
on a Sunday In June last, aud General 
Dumont state's that this disaster was 
due solely to the flirt that the tug was 
being navigated by a person wholly 
inexperienced. It Is further stated in 
the report that of the nearly 11,000 
boilers inspected, accidents causing 
the loss of life have occurred to but 
fifteen of them, defects Iii upward of 
7(H) being detected and remedied. Also 
that of 100.274 new life preservers ex­ 
amined, only sixty-four were found 
deficient. I hi* statem ent shows that 
os great care is taken iii the in‘•pee I Ion 
of equipments to prevent disaster as 
in tho machinery 
employed to 
run 
them. In raga rd to the latter, no less 
than thirty-eight applicants for m as­ 
ter's and pilot’s licenses were reject­ 
ed during the year on account of color 
blindness. Although l.iH4 passed the 
tests. All of which goes to show that 
the traveling public and the steam ves­ 
sel fraternity as well have every rea­ 
son to repose full confidence in tho in­ 
spection system 
as at present man­ 
aged.

Tin* history of the* struggle* between 
canals of .sinaiI dimensions and of rail 
roads has been the same In all coun­ 
tries. The fight raged bitterly for a 
number of years; the canals netlng on 
tho defensive, although they had as 
allies tin* states under whose patron­ 
age they were built and operated. 
The result has I teen the same In all 
cases, the unconditional surrfuder. of 
the canals 
to the 
railroads. This, 
however, la not so much tin* fault of 
the system as of the uanagem eni. 
The railroads hove great advantages 
over canals. They are better able to 
abridge distances both by reason ot' 
superior speed anti of facilities for 
overcoming 
elevations, 
spanning 
streams, free from danger of destruc­ 
tive floods and piercing through tin* 
highest m ountains; but their great suc­ 
cess is mainly due to the fact that 
they have kept pace with the progress 
of the world. 
W aterways built from the beginning 
of the eighteenth century to the first 
quarter of the nineteenth century were 
regarded ample to meet the require­ 
ments of trade ut the time* they were 
constructed, anti there was in many in­ 
stances a progressive Improvement In 
their dimensions and appurtenances. 
Hut while the industrial, agricultural 
aud commercial development of tho 
world have advanced to proportions 
not dreamed of a century ago. canals 
have remained stationary. They art* 
now obsolete, and can no longer ful­ 
fill the requirem ents of cheap transpor­ 
tal ion in competition with railroads. 
The canals of the future must have 
the dimensions and the facilities for 
rapitl transportation to adapt them to 
the new conditions of commerce. They 
must not Im* barge or boat canals, but 
ample waterways for the frat* passage 
of such ships as are now engaged In 
carrying the world’s trade. Of such 
canals we have now some Important 
types In operation, and others in pro­ 
gress of construction or iu comple­ 
tion.— Chautauqua!*

The following letter written to J. C. 
Congdon, shows that T. R. Congdon, 
of this city, for we shall always claim 
him, has made an enviable mark for 
himself in Paris, where, in a class of 
two hundred competitors, he has been 
awarded a cash prize and a medal for 
the best work of ait.

from his story of the affair that Joseph 
Drake and he had been living in a 
deserted shanty on the shore of ^ ©r- 
million Lake during the past three 
months, fishing and hunting. He says 
Drake stole $27 from him a week ago 
and had teased and tormented him 
until he could stand it no longer, and, 
picking up an axe, he drove the blade 
of it into the back of Drake’s head. 
Drake then clinched him and at­ 
tempted to draw a knife, when Cus- 
sick tooh a knife and stabbed him in 
the neck. 
Drake was afterwards 
found in a dying condition near Mc- 
Eachron’s camp, a short distance from 
the scene of the murder. Vermillion 
Lake is in Cass county; consequently 
Cussick will be taken to Brainerd for 
trial. 
Later advice, says: The murder of 
Joseph Drake having occured in Cass 
county, Marshal Kelly last evening 
wired the sheriff of that county at 
Brainerd the particulars of the crime 
and informed him that the murderer, 
James Cussick, was being held in jail 
subject to his (the sheriff’s) orders. 
Mr. Kelly received an answer today, in 
which the sheriff says he knows noth­ 
ing of any murder having been com­ 
mitted in Cass county. Consequent­ 
ly Kelly today released the murderer 
fryrn custody, and he is now at large.

Into service even on the battlefield, 
and he served at som e of th e m ost 
notable court m artial proceedings dur­ 
ing th e war. 
A t the close of the w ar Judge Gil 
fillan returned to St. P aul and took 
up the p ractice of law again. 
In I860 
lie w a s appointed by Gov. M arshall 
chief ju stice of the state suprem e court 
to fill the unexpired term of Ju stice 
T hom as W ilson, and served on tlie 
bench until 1870. 
H e w as again ap­ 
pointed to fill another vacancy in 1875, 
and held the office by election ever 
since. 
l i e failed to receive the nom ination 
and Judge Start w as elected his sue 
cessor. 
It is probable th at Ju stice 
C ollins w ill serve as ch ief ju stice un­ 
til C hief Ju stice Start is sw orn it/ 
next month.

of heavy bribes fo r pecuniary support, 
m y one transact ion ever yields quite 
is much as th e sam e transaction would 
have yielded sixty years ago; w hether, 
for exam ple, any cargo ever produces 
ton for ton an equal m argin of profit; 
or w hether any custom er in a shop pays 
quite so heavy a percentage on the 
goods he buys. 
It is th e m agnitude and m ultiplication 
Of cargoes which yield fortunes; the 
thousands, instead of hundreds, of cus­ 
tom ers whom clever dealers may In­ 
duce to spend money. T he new system 
of rapid turnover is, of course, pre­ 
cisely the sam e thing the dealer selling 
four tim es what he <1 id. and using ouly 
the sam e capital. 
T his advantage of 
scale is alm ost entirely w anting to the 
professional m an, fo r the obvious rea­ 
son th a t lie ij ham pered by lim itations 
of tim e. 
T h en 4 are only six hundred m inutes 
In a bard worked day. and the s<M*ker 
ufter income, is* he as able as lie may, 
or as deckled, or as rapid, m ust give 
som e of those m inutes to each client 
or p atien t or contractor w ith a difii- 
culty to meet. 
If ho does not, he loses 
custom , and w ith custom incom e rapid­ 
ly slips aw ay. 
T here are no doubt, fa ­ 
vorite law yers, doctors and even engin­ 
eers, whose advice is sought at great 
expense, w hen equally good advice is 
procurable much eheaper; but still, the 
favorites m ust give th eir advice, and 
lose their day in doing it, or they w ill 
speedily be deserted.

W aterw ays built fit m the beginning 
of the eighteenth century to the first 
qu arter of the nineteenth century w ere 
regarded am ple to meet the require 
m eats of trad e lit the tim e they were 
constructed, and there w as in m any In­ 
stances a progressive im provem ent in 
their dim ensions and appurtenances. 
Hut w hile the industrial, agricultural 
nnd com m ercial developm ent of tho 
world have advanced to proportions 
not dream ed of a century ago. canals 
have rem ained statlongry. They are* 
now obsolete, and can no longer fill 
till the requirem ents of cheap transpor 
tatlou in com petition w ith railroads.
